If the objection is to the machinery 
of the bill, that is, the creation of 
the office of the Tax Adjuster, then 
this objection goes to the taxing ma­ 
chinery that has been in force since 
1898, because since that time we have 
had similar officials end with similiar 
duties. Some times these officials re­ 
ceived their compensation out of es­ 
caped, delinquent and back taxes, li­ 
censes and penalties. This method of 
compensation was severely condemn­ 
ed because it was thought to encour­ 
age activities for the sole purpose of 
increasing the compensation of the 
officer, and not promotive for the un­ 
derlying purpose of the law to have 
all taxes levied on property in exact 
proportion to the value of such pro­

At times, these officials were 
paid a fixed sum per day, and this 
method was objected to on the ground 
that the dlficials were prone to pad 
the time they were at work. 
It is 
well known that the fee system has

careful calculation, it has been found 
that this plan is less expensive thin 
its predecessor.

(International New* Serviced 
ITHACA, N. Y., June 25.—The re­ 
cent report of the United States Bu­ 
reau of Crop Estimates shows that 
the shortage of farm labor and the 
unfavorable 
weather 
for 
planting 
have affected crop production in this 
country even ore than was indicated 
by earlier estimates. 
The 
acreage of hay and barley 
will be about the same ar Ihoy were 
last year, but other crops will be \c- 
duced as follows:

estimate? indicate th it the total acre­ 
age devoted to these eight crops will 
be less than it was last year by 23,- 
000,000 acres, or 11 per cent. While 
this is a large decrease it should be 
remembered that conditions are ab­ 
normal 
in that last year's Winter 
wheat crop was planted before the 
armistice and the shortages sd far re­ 
ported may be partially offset by in­ 
creases in later planted crops, such as 
corn and cotton. Then, too, the acre­ 
ages of early planted crops were very 
large last year, but the yields were 
low. 
With normal 
nx-.ahm conditions 
from now, on, the total pounds of 
wheat, oats, barley and rye produced 
4 per cent less than was produced last 
year and 3 per cent below the aver­ 
age of the previous five years.
